Samples of comer board (woven corner) actual material and photos of other houses 
where this material has been used were shared with the Commissioners. 

Shingles will remain and will be covered with poly-coat shingle material. No modifications to 
the porches. Motion- this is a reversible change. At the comers it will not be an exact replication 
but is preferable to the option of flat stock comer boards originally proposed. The flair of the 
existing siding at the bellyband between the first and second floors will be replicated with the 
covering siding and trim material. Motion- approve the plans as submitted. All existing siding 
and trim will remain in place. New siding and trim will cover the existing. Dentillated casings and 
trim at the facade will be remain exposed. Monitor will be contacted when trim installation begins 
to review profiles. Rake and soffit ogee shape will be replicated in the coated metal trim material. 
2 nd Dianne one opposed, three accepted. Monitor- Patrick Guthrie end at 8:25pm 

Need comparison pieces. 

8:25pm David Baldwin writing the architectural significance portion of the MHC form B for 
the Arlington High School and form F for the landscape. Preservation of historic buildings 
is very important.

Remove windows in the back and replace with transom 

On the garden side -add a door, add a window. Changes are not 25% of any elevation.
